1. Col. Hans 3GHMAI3CHLAHDER pboned no on the norning of 6 August 
1958 and asked if I could Meet him. When I replied afflmatively 3CHMAL- 
SCHtAEQKR said that (Frans) von TAHBUK had cone to Munich fro* Lins, 
Austria, and would be at the nesting. 


2. Ve net at the Resident cafe on 3onnenstrasse at 1400 hours of the 
sane day and talked for two hours* TAHBUK appeared to be very happy to 
see ne again and asked about various people with whoa we worked in the 
past (World War II service in the Abwehr ) . TAHBUK brought up the follow- 
ing nanee of people with whon he had had contact:

TAHBUK said that collaboration with the above nentioned personalities left 
him with some of his best Maori os* 


5* TAHBUK also had fine Memories regarding his Ukrainian contacts 
while he served In Soviet concentration camps in Mordovia where among 
5P00 prisoners there were 1.500 Ukrainians, most of whom oaae from West 
Ukraine and who were exclusively the Ukrainian Intelligentsia. Ukrain- 
ians in the concentration camps were extraordinarily friendly, disciplined, 
altruistic, decidedly anti-Soviet and there were extremely few sek-sets 
among them* 
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4. Among others, TAHBUK lived together with two well known Ukrain- 
ian musicologists and oomposers, Prof, fnu BAKVTNS'KYY and Prof, fnu 
KUDKYK, both fro* Lvov. KUDHYK died In TARBUK 1 * presence In the concen- 
tration eanpj TAHBUK always looked after KUDKYK who was very ill. TAHBUK 
also assisted Prof. BAKVDtSKYY and wife who, as TAHBUK learned from Mrs. 
BAKVINSKYY's brother, fnu FOLYUY, returned to Lvov during 1957. 

5. In talking with TAHBUK, I was interested in learning one Item, to 
wit. If and how much the BIS was interested in the activities of Abwehr- 
atelle HI - Krakow (Poland) till June 1941 and what TAHBUK was forced to 
confess to the HIS about me and ay friends. I made this an open question 
to von TAHBUK. 

6. TAHBUK gave me his word of honor as an officer that while he was 
in Moscow, where all Interrogations took plaoe, there absolutely were no 
questions raised by the Soviets regarding his effort In Krakov, especial- 
ly regarding hi a fellow-workers In Krakov. For this reason, he did not have 
to mention any names of his fellow Ukrainian workers. Including bqt n a me . 

On the other hand, he was forced to divulge details regarding his work on 
the front during the three years of hostilities. As It turned out. the 
Soviets succeeded In mounting its agents in von TAHBUK 's olrole. The af- 
fair took plaoe as he described It: 

7. TAHBUK recruited a very nice young Russian lady from Tula, USSR, 
SONYA VINOGRADOV, as his agent and dispatched her through the front with 
various assignments. She returned several weeks later and reported to 
TARBUK that after she crossed the front the RIS arrested, reerulted and 
doubled her, provided her with false Information for TARBUK, and sent her 
back through the front. She consented to work as a double for the RIS 
slnoe the RIS had her brother as hostage. TARBUK said Sonya was an hon- 
est person. She asked TARBUK not to utilize her In any more operations in 
view of her complicated situation* She said she would leave for employ- 
ment at a kolkhoz and wanted nothing further to do with such affairs. TAR- 
BUK said he was Impressed with Sonya and he did not use her any more tut 
did not want to send her to a kolkhoz. He agaged her to work with the 
staff as an interpreter, etc,, and she turned out to be a very fine work- 
er. When TAHBUK left for Prague, he sent Sonya to Germany where he feels 
she could be living today. 

8. During the Soviet investigation of TAHBUK in Mosoow, it came to 
TARBUK 1 s attention that the Soviet Cl knew much too much information about 
various operations whloh TAHBUK felt the Soviets should not know. An 
unidentified RIS major, who interrogated TARBUK, suddenly asked TARBUK: 

"And how did your collaboration with Sonya VINOGRADOV turn out?" The 
major added, and TAHBUK described verbatim: "Oh, that Sonya was a clever 

girl. She exeouted our assignments very well. And for this she reoeive^d 
a medal. Her assignment was to report to you that she was recruited by 

us and to request that you release her. We foresaw that that, after she 
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her plea to you, you would not release her and would leave her with 
the staff* 3he was of wore Interest to us as a staff worker than as an 
agent who crossed the front*. 

9* When I asked TAHBUK for his views, he replied, "It Is difficult 
to say. For sows reason I am convinced that Sonya was honest regarding 
her relationship with ns. However, It Is a fact that the RIS knew all 
secrets about those tines and about all of ay contacts with Soviet person* 
allties. Sonya was the only other person who knew about these contacts 
and secrets. If that the RIS najor had to say Is true, then Sonya Is 
still living, either In the USSR or In the West as an RIS agent." When I 
asked TAHBUK, he replied that Sonya VINOGRADOV is about 35-39 years old 
today (1958). 

10. I have written the above data regarding Sonya VINOGRADOV In sueh 
detail since (UPSWING) assigned ne to check on a Sonya VINOGRADOV aka 
Oudrun 3ACHS3B. 

11. TAHBUK presented a sincere invitation that I visit hi* in Lins 
where we would talk at great length. I did not have an opportunity to 
elicit data regarding Ukrainians at Mordovia. 
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
